While the drawings sheets submitted 23 October 2003 correct other grounds for 
objection, they place O-rings 41 , 42 and 45 in locations inconsistent with the 
originally filed drawing and paragraphs 39 and 40 of the specification. In Figs. 1 
and 2, O-ring 41 must be located in collar 20, O-ring 42 in protrusion 18, and O- 
ring 45 in lower housing 32. So that the correct drawings are published, 
applicant should submit a complete set of drawings, sheets 1 and 2 being 
consistent with the above requirements, Sheets 3, 4, 5, 7 and 8 being as 
submitted 13 March 2002, and sheet 6 being as submitted 03 November 2003.
